law, Ramon Serrano Suner, as premier.

early age, Ramon Serrano Suner was active in the underground anti-re- 
public agitation which culminated in the Spanish civil war.

One of his first engagement, after

Persall joined Ihe act, she went to 
live with '-'Mr. Q" and his wife in 
Iheir Hollywood bungalow. 


According lo Miss Persall's testi- 


mony before the coroner's jury, "Mr. 
Q" made love to her, and when 
she threatened to tell his wife, he as- 
sualted her, choked her into uncon- 
sciousness and kicked her, breaking 
three ribs. Mrs. Godwin, who' be- 
came the wife of "Mr. Q" in 1926 
quarreled with him/left their'home 


A few hours after her departure 
'Mr. Q" was taken to Bollywood 
Receiving hospital, supposedly suf 
:ering from selfadministered poison 
Examination revealed the poison wa 
dlchol. 


Dr. Edwards obtained "Mr. <^'s" re 


lease so the hypnotist could return 
to work and pay his debts. When 
the osteopath attempted to remons- 
rate with "Mr, Q" for his mistreat- 
ment of Miss Persall, the hypnotist 
knocked him down. 
Dr. Edwards 


carried a gun, he testified, in fear 
of Godwin, and when the hypnotist 
attacked him again, he fired. Dram- 
atically clutching his chest, "Mr. Q" 
gasped, "He got me," and fell to 
the sidewalk dead.

Goebbels Says Germany 


(Wants Peace—But Is- 


sues Warning 


BERLIN, Gcr. — OF) — Propaganda 


Minister Goebbels bitterly attacked 
democracies, Jews, Marxists and the 
church Friday in an article in Satur- 
day's Voelkischer Boebachter headlin- 
ed, "Is War in Sight?" 


"We want peace, and for peace it is 


never too late," Goebbels wrote. 


"What do democracies really want?" 


he asked, adding that they had heed- 
ed neither Chancellor Hitler's peace 
offers nor given consideration to his 
"fair and just demands" for rearming 
of Germany. 


"Democracies declare their peoples 


must burden themselves with tremen- 
dous sacrifices to protect themselves 
against authoritarian states. Plainly 
>they are determined to destroy au- 
thoritarian States at the first oppor- 
tune moment, or else there's no sense 
in their arming. 
"We do not want to attack these de- 


mocracies nor to convert them to Na- 
tional Socialism, and yet they say we 
are threatening them.

tending that a senate bill introduced 
Friday to increase the slate's liquor 
tax 32 cents a gallon would be.a bet- 
ter way lo provide funds for the sana- 
toria and medical school. The liquor 
tax bill, drawn by Senator Fletcher 
Majors of Dardancllo, made no pro- 
vision, for the proposed cancer clinic. 


.After- defeating the Nyberg pro- 


posal, however, opponents joined with 
friends of the measure to vole for 
reconsideration and thereby hold the 
bill on the senate calendar. Members 
indicated they might be willing to vote 
for the consumer's tax if the increased 
liquor lax proposal failed lo pass bolh 
houses. 


The house h;; ' already passed Ihe 


Nyberg bill which would have added 
a one cent tax to a ten-cent bottle of 
beer and varying higher amounts to 
more expe.^ivo liquor and wine pur- 
chases. 


The Majors bill, by adding 32 cents 


n gallon to the liquor tax, would in- 
crease the total levy lo $1.12 a gallon. 
The legislature last year liidded 15 
cents n gallon to the tax to provide 
revenue for the sanatorium building 
fund, and that fund would gel one- 
third of the net revenue from Majors' 
proposed additional levy collected pri- 
or to next July 1. Another third of the 
increase would go to the agricultural 
extension service fund and the final 
third 16 the general revenue fund. 


After next July 1, revenue from the 


additional 32 cents a gallon tax would 
be,divided as follows: 


Tlio first $250,000 collected annual- 


ly to the Arkansas medical school 
fund .and all over that amount to be 
divided equally between the wel- 
fare fund and the slate vocalional 
education fund. 


The majors' bill also would increase 


the export liquor tax from (X) cents lo 
75 -cents a case. Revenues from Ibis 
export liquor (ax would be divided: 
The first $25,000 to the welfare fund 
for crippled children's services; the 
next $50,000 lo the welfare funds for 
purchase of medical supplies for the 
indigent sick; tile next $300,000 to the 
sanatorium building fund; and all 
amounts in excess of $375,000 to bo 
distributed one-half to general wel- 
fare and old age assistance, one-fourth 
pro rated among nine funds provided 
for in the 1937 liquor lax law; and 
one-fourth to the medical school, wel- 
fare and vocational education funds.

WASHINGTON - (/P) - Seer-diary of

The plan has been.submitted 16 Sec-

The proposal Was made as a substi- 


tute for processing taxes which Wallace 
previously advocated as a means 6f 
raising funds to increase Incolne' of far- 
mers. Because of White House nnd 
Treasury opposition to such ta/es^the 
Agriculture Department chief \vtts said 
to have given up hope for their enact- 
ment. 


It was said that the substitute pro- 


posal would use present 16nn provisons 
of the crop control law to maintain 
domestic prices possibly higher than 
Ihe present levels, which average about 
8.3 cents a pound. 


To facilitate exports, which have 


dwindled this season to the level of 
1880's, cotton which the goven'mlent 
has acqured in return for loans to 
growers would lie sold to exporters at 
prices which would enable them to 
meet competitive prices in world mar- 
kets. 


American exports have declined this 


season largely because, trade author- 
ities say, the government loan pro- 
gram has pegged prices above world 
levels. Cotton which otherwise might 
have moved into foreign trade channels 
has accumulated in government loan 
slocks, now totaling 11,200,000 bales.

to the regularity shown in the budgets 
of municipalities. Even in cities so 
near the front as Granada and Zara-t 
goze, they say, municipal revenue 
without any extraordinary imposts 
has been maintained at the same rate 
as in 1934, 1935 and the first half 
of 1936. 


As evidence of the stability of the 


national budget the Insurgents assert 
that the municipalities still arc col- 
lecting from the state about one-sixth 
of their total revenue. This is ob- 
ained through their share (32 per 
cent) of the trade tax and income tax 
paid the state, and 30 per cent of tho 
taxes paid the slate for gas, electricity 
and for motor vehicles.

Insurgents go on, the municipalities 
are able to relieve the national gov- 
ernment of some of the responsibility 
of repairing war damage and launch- 
ing ambitious new projects under 
"new Spain's" social welfare pro- 
gram.

bridges that were blown up by the 
government forces on their retreat.
